The bill appropriating $2,000,000 to the Midland

REPAYMENT OF DRAFTED MEN. 

The Judiciary Committee today reported upon 
the bill and petitions that have, all through the 
session, been presented in favor of repaying 
drafted men the amounts paid by them for sub- 
atitutes or. for commutation.@The Committee 
says that the bill proposes to authorize the 
raising of money by: tax. to pay to each of the 
following classes of persons $300; Drafted men 
‘who served until honorably discharged; drafted 
men who furnished substitutes ; drafted men 
who paid commutation. The report says that 
the class of persons. who should receive State 
bounty are those in the first. class, but further 
calls attention to a class who are entirely over- 
looked by the bill, viz.;:the representatives of 
those who went into the service as drafted men 
and who were killed or died. 

The report states that the quota required from 
a city or.town under any particular draft waa, 
in many cases, chiefly supplied by special effort, 
without any actual draft taking place, although 
‘in most cases this was done by public money, 
still this should be: included in any cOmputation 
that 1a made to fully present the subject. The 
Adjuteant-General has furnished the following
